The  four  museums  of  the  Buffalo  Bill  Historical 
Center  are  world  renowned  for  their  vivid  doc- 
umentation of  the  West.  Author  James  Michener 
calls  the  Historical  Center  "one  of  the  top  three  muse- 
ums in  America".  The  Buffalo  Bill  Museum  displays 
thousands  of  pieces  of  memorabilia  of  that  remarkable 
buffalo  hunter,  scout,  soldier,  and  showman.  The 
collection  of  the  Plains  Indian  Museum  highlight 
the  history,  culture  and  art  of  the  nomadic  Plains 
Indian  tribes.  The  Whitney   Gallery   of  Western 


Art  contains  a  superb  collection  of  western  documen- 
tary art  with  exhibits  of  such  artists  as  Charles 
M.  Russell,  Frederic  Remington,  and  Thomas  Moran. 
The  Cody  Firearms  Museum  traces  the  development 
of  projectile  weapons  in  America,  with  approximately 
6000  firearms  and  related  materials  in  the  collections. 
Extended  hours  daily  7  a.m.  -10  p.m.  June  through 
August.  Season:  March  through  November. 
Admission  charged. 


Known  as  the  "Rodeo  Capital  of  the  World", 
Cody  has  featured  the  Cody  Nite  Rodeo  for 
over  50  years.  This  PRCA  sanctioned  rodeo  occurs 
nightly  from  June  through  August.  Real  cowboys  and 
tough  stock  make  for  exhilarating  summer  per- 
formances. Even  kids  from  the  grandstands  get  into  the 
action  in  the  calf  scramble  contests.  Performances 
nightly  at  8:30  p.m.  Located  on  the  Yellowstone 
Highway.  Admission  is  charged. 

July  2nd,  3rd,  and  4th  is  the  famous  "Cody  Stampede". 
The  Stampede  features  a  4  event  ,  3  day  rodeo  with 
the  top  professional  cowboys  from  around  the  world 
participating.  Three  days  of  festivities  include  parades, 
fireworks,  wild  horse  race,  the  "Runners  Stampede" 
foot  race,  dances  and  lots  of  good  old  fashioned  western 
entertainment.  If  you're  looking  for  a  bit  of  the  old 
west,  Cody  is  the  place  to  be  -  especially  for  the  "Cody 
Stampede". 


Experience  the  West  as  it  really  was...  visit  Trail 
Town,  a  carefully  preserved  authentic  "frontier  town". 
Walk  through  original  buildings  collected  from 
numerous  Wyoming  locations,  including  the  cabin 
used  by  Butch  Cassidy,  the  Sundance  Kid,  and  the 
notorious  "Hole  in  the  Wall  Gang."  Most  of  these 
historical  buildings  date  back  to  the  late  1800's.  Stroll 
along  the  boardwalks  of  Trail  Town  and  feel  the 
spirit  of  cowboys,  gold  miners  and  outlaws  long  since 
departed.  Visit  the  cemetery  of  western  frontiersmen, 
including  buffalo  hunter  Jim  White  and  Bell  Drewry, 
"the  Woman  in  Blue."  See  the  gravesite  of  Jeremiah 
"Liver  Eating"  Johnson  portrayed  by  Robert  Redford 
in  the  movie  of  the  same  name.  Redford  served  as 
a  pallbearer  in  the  reburial  service  at  Trail  Town 
in  1974.  Open  daily  May  through  September  during 
daylight  hours.  Admission  is  charged. 


East  Yellowstone  Valley,  referred  to  by  Teddy 
Roosevelt  as  the  most  scenic  50  miles  in  the  world, 
is  an  incredible  mixture  of  scenery,  wildlife  and  history. 
Known  by  locals  as  the  Wapiti  Valley,  its  scenery  is 
a  mixture  of  lake  vistas  with  sage  brush  and  cedar  trees 
blending  into  the  high  rugged  mountains  with  golden 
meadows,  lava  cliffs  and  lodgepole  pine.  The  lodges  and 
dude  ranches  of  the  valley  and  the  Cody  country  are 
scenes  right  out  of  the  old  west  with  the  lodges  ,  cabins 
and  stables  all  hewn  from  the  logs  of  lodgepole  pine. 
In  the  summer  months  trail  rides  and  back  country 
pack  trips  are  the  most  popular  events.  Trail  rides  offer 
incredible  opportunities  for  wildlife  and  scenic 
photography.  In  just  a  few  minutes  the  horses  can  have 
you  gliding  through  the  forest  with  deer  and  moose 
nearby.  Go  for  a  back  country  pack  trip  and  travel 
far  into  the  wilderness  areas  where  even  today  the 
country  is  virtually  untouched  by  man. 

Dude  ranches  offer  extended  trips  lasting  from  5  days 
or  more,  with  a  complete  ranch  style  itinerary  and  back- 
country  trips.  In  early  December  the  deep  snows  come 
with  down-hill,  cross-country  skiing  and  snowmobiling 
in  Yellowstone  Park  being  the  highlights  of  the  sea- 
son. The  scenic  snowmobile  trips  into  Yellowstone  are 
absolutely  an  unbelievable  way  to  experience  our  nations 
greatest  national  park.  You'll  surely  take  home  some 
fond  memories.  During  the  months  of  April,  May  and 
June  the  wildlife  is  abundant  with  deer,  elk  and 
mountain  sheep  virtually  taking  over  the  roadways. 


Three  miles  west  of  Cody,  the  Buffalo  Bill  Dam 
stands  as  a  National  Historic  Civil  Engineering  Land- 
mark. When  completed  in  1910,  the  dam  was  the 
highest  structure  of  its  kind  in  the  world.  This  structure, 
the  initial  project  of  the  US  Bureau  of  Reclamation, 
provides  flood  control,  irrigation,  electrical  power, 
and  unlimited  recreational  opportunities. 

Completed  in  1993,  the  Buffalo  Bill  Dam  Visitor 
Center  sits  atop  Buffalo  Bill  Dam  overlooking  the 
breath-taking  Shoshone  Canyon.  Glass  walls  provide 
spectacular  views  to  the  canyon  floor  350  feet  below. 
A  history  of  the  construction  of  the  dam  and  its  role 
in  the  irrigation  of  the  entire  Big  Horn  Basin  is  in- 
cluded in  the  modern  displays  within  the  Center. 


Cody's  West  Strip. ..the  Yellowstone  Highway, 
is  home  of  many  fine  attractions,  accommodations 
and  restaurants.  You  won't  want  to  miss  the  Cody 
Wildlife  Exhibit,  one  mile  west  of  the  Historical  Center. 
This  fascinating  collection  of  animal  specimens  from 
all  over  the  world  exhibits  the  animals  in  their  natural 
habitats.  Open  daily  May  through  September.  Admission 
is  charged. 

The  Lockhart  Inn,  historical  home  of  authoress 
Caroline  Lockhart,  has  been  beautifully  restored  as 
a  Bed  and  Breakfast  and  is  open  to  the  public.  The 
West  Strip  proudly  offers  the  visitor  Trail  Town, 
the  Cody  Nite  Rodeo,  the  Cody  Cattle  Co.  and 
Cassie's  dance-halls  and  specialty  shopping  and  din- 
ing along  the  boardwalks. 

The  colonization  of  the  Big  Horn  Basin  is  graphically 
displayed  through  artifacts,  murals,  paintings,  and 
sculptures  at  the  Cody  Chapel  Murals  Information 
Center  of  The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints.  The  murals  are  located  at  17th  and  Wyoming 
Avenue. 

The  Boardwalk  at  the  Buffalo  Bill  Village  on  East 
Sheridan  Avenue  offers  reservation  services  for  Yel- 
lowstone Park  at  the  General  Store  and  also  features 
the  Sarsaparilla  Saloon,  and  artisans. 


Enjoy  as  stroll  down  Cody's  friendly  Main  Street 
while  taking  the  self-guided  walking  tour  of  Cody's 
Downtown  Historic  District,  built  around  the  turn 
of  the  century.  The  Irma  Hotel,  built  by  "Buffalo 
Bill"  and  named  for  his  youngest  daughter,  is  on  the 
National  Register  of  Historic  Places.  Cody  has  many 
fine  art  galleries  and  shops  for  the  visitor's  every  need.

t.  ellowstone  Regional  Airport,  located  at  Cody, 
.J[^  Wyoming  ,  is  a  fully  certificated  Pt-139  Airport, 
serving  the  entire  Big  Horn  Basin  along  with  the  East 
and  Northeast  entrances  to  Yellowstone  National  Park. 
Continental  Express  and  Mesa  Airlines/United 
Express  provide  year-round  connections  to  several 
Wyoming  communities  and  Denver,  Colorado.  Located 
on  the  airport  is  a  full-service  F.B.O.  offering  Mainte- 
nance, Fuel,  and  Storage  for  the  private  aircraft  owner. 

Hertz  and  Avis  car  rental  companies  are  located 
in  the  Cody  Airport  for  the  traveler's  convenience. 
Cody  is  also  serviced  by  two  ground  transportation 
companies  that  operate  a  variety  of  vehicles  from 
small  vans  to  45  passenger  turbo  buses.

The  Olive-Glenn  Golf  and  Country  Club, 
designed  by  pro-golfer  designer,  Bob  Baldock,  welcomes 
the  traveling  golfer.  The  club  offers  indoor  swimming, 
tennis  courts,  pro  shop  and  a  fine  restaurant. 


The  excitement  of  whitewater  is  yours  in  Cody 
Country.  Whitewater  raft  trips  are  fun,  safe, 
and  designed  to  get  your  feet  and  seat  wet!  Or,  revel 
in  the  serenity  of  a  relaxing,  scenic  float  ride  through 
the  beautiful  Shoshone  River  Canyon.  Young  and 
old  alike  enjoy  these  trips.  River  float  companies 
offer  1  1/2  hour,  3  hour,  half-day  or  overnight  trips. 
In  recent  years  Cody  has  developed  a  national  rep- 
utation for  windsurfing  opportunities  on  Buffalo  Bill 
Reservoir,  three  miles  west  of  Cody.  The  wind  rushes

down  three  mountain  gorges  and  across  the  reservoir, 
which  is  eight  miles  long  and  four  miles  wide.  The 
sailing  season  usually  begins  about  mid-March,  when 
spring  chinooks  can  bring  constant  30  mph  winds  for 
days  on  end.  Windsurf  magazine  writes,  "IWind- 
surfers]...are  flocking  to  the  high  performance  sailing 
conditions  that  have  been  discovered  in  Cody,  Wyom- 
ing." The  season  ends  for  all  but  the  most  hardy  souls 
when  the  snow  flies,  about  October.  The  Reservoir 
is  also  a  popular  spot  for  boating,  fishing,  and  picnicking. 


Forest,  an  integral  part  of  Cody  Country,  dates  back 
to  1891,  when  it  was  included  in  the  first  national 
Timberland  Reserve.  The  Forest  Service  has  worked 
hard  these  past  hundred  years  to  keep  this  part  of 
the  Greater  Yellowstone  Area  healthy  and  self- 
perpetuating,  a  place  to  return  to  time  and  again. 


With  the  arrival  of  winter,  skis  and  snowmobiles 
often  replace  summertime  modes  of  travel. 
Incomparable  snowmobiling  and  cross-country  skiing 
in  the  snowy  splendor  of  Yellowstone  and  the  Shoshone 
National  Forest  make  winter  a  special  delight  in  Cody 
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Country.  Groomed  cross-country  ski  trails  are  available 
in  the  East  Yellowstone  Valley  and  at  the  Wood  River 
Ski  Touring  Park  near  Meeteetse.  Alpine  skiing,  ice 
skating,  and  ice  fishing  are  also  popular  winter  pastimes.

The  Shoshone  National  Forest  was  virtually  the 
nation's  first.  It  was  established  as  part  of  the 
Yellowstone  Timberland  Reserve  on  March  30,1891. 
The  incredible  resources  of  the  Shoshone  ,  including 
its  scenery  and  wildlife,  are  special  values  which  inspired 
the  creation  of  the  Reserve.  In  many  cases  these  values 
are  in  better  condition  today  than  they  were  100  years 
ago.  We  celebrate  the  proud  tradition  of  "wise  use" 
of  all  our  natural  resources  and  invite  you  to  enjoy 
the  results  of  these  efforts. 

The  Shoshone  is  an  integral  part  of  the  much  larger 
Greater  Yellowstone  Area,  which  has  its  center  in 
Yellowstone  Park.  This  area  encompasses  about  10 
million  acres,  approximately  the  size  of  Vermont  and 
New  Hampshire  combined.  The  Greater  Yellowstone 
was  the  birthplace  for  both  the  National  Parks  in 
1872  and  the  National  Forests  in  1891  and  was  the 
wellspring  of  the  American  conservation  movement. 
Visionaries  of  the  movement  were  inspired  by  the 
special  values  of  the  area  and  argued  for  its  preservation, 
shaping  early  conservation  thought. 

Conservation  of  all  the  natural  resources  is  still 
our  primary  purpose  on  the  Shoshone  National  Forest. 
The  multiple  uses  of  the  forest  must  be  carefully  balanced 
and  coordinated  between  a  large  number  of  needs 
and  demands.  Because  of  its  location  in  the  lee  of 
the  massive  Absaroka  and  Beartooth  Mountains,  the 
Shoshone  provides  shelter  and  forage  for  much  of 
the  Greater  Yellowstone's  wildlife  the  year  round. 
We  carefully  balance  livestock  grazing  with  our  respon- 
sibility to  provide  critical  wildlife  habitat.  Autumn, 
winter  and  spring  provide  unparalleled  opportunity 
for  viewing  wildlife  in  this  magnificent  setting. 

Cody  Country  is  beautiful,  wild  and  vast.  Outdoor 
opportunities  are  nearly  unlimited  in  the  miles  of 
mountain  splendor.
